DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 3 - 1 8 and 20-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: . 
The January 6, 2010 BPAI decision reversed all of the Examiner's rejections. As such the 
BPAI's analysis that one of ordinary skill in the art would not have rearranged the claimed 
components in the manner claimed is the priciple position for reversal, and henceforth, 
allowance. 

3. The withdrawal of the appeal as to claims 26-29 operates as an authorization to cancel 
these claims from the application or reexamination proceeding. See MPEP § 1215.03. 
Accordingly, these claims are canceled.
